WASHINGTON. Oct. 18.—The 
initial step toward a 5370,000,000 
tax reduction bill will be taken 
next Monday when the special 
joint finance committee of Con­ 
gress will meet to consider a re­ 
vision of the administrative fea­ 
tures of the law-, it was learned 
today. 
The joint com m ittee, composed of 
five senators and five representatives 
will not touch upon tax rates but 
will confine their hearings to ques­ 
tions affecting the adm inistration of 
the tax law. 
The House Ways and 
M eans Committee, however, will con­ 
vene a week later—on Monday. Oct. 
31—to begin consideration of lower 
tax rates. 
New Tax Bill 
The new- tax bill will be limited to 
a m axim um reduction of $350.000,000 
if senate leaders have their way. This 
figure probably wfill be reduced, it 
was said, if the new congress indi-

SCIENTISTS PREPARE FOR GALAPAGOS EXPEDITION 


City Solicitor Robert W hite today. 
Inform ally, told m em bers of council 
th a t “if the city feels th ere will be a 
necessity, the city can buy land in 
the county for airport purposes.” The 
city's legal adviser, however, said: “I 
do not believ we can buy on tim e as 
this would increase the city s indebt­ 
edness.” The opinion was not given 
during councilm anic m eeting but a f­ 
ter sokxns had adjourned. 
M onday a cham ber of commerce 
urged city council to take steps to se­ 
cure land for airport purposes and 
during the afternoon m em bers of the 
commerce body and council inspect­ 
ed two sites, one north and the other 
gast of the city. The cham ber com ­ 
m ittee which previously investigated 
sites recom m ended the site north but 
said th e eastern site was also avail­ 
able 
The latter site had been recom ­ 
m ended by Lieut. Oakley Kelly when 
he m ade an aerial inspection. He had 
not studied the northern site because 
at th at tim e it was not included in 
the available land list. 
Today it was intim ated th a t the 
site east of the city would be the best 
lor an airport field. The site north of 
the city, it was reported is uneven 
and would have to be levelled off. 
Several trees would be removed from 
the site east of the city. It was also 
explained today 
during 
the 
round 
the table” discussion th a t should a 
purchase be m ade it would be n e­ 
cessary for the expenditure of money 
to put either of the grounds in con­ 
dition. 
The 
eastern site is 
near a 
“hard road ’ 
and 
it was 
intim ated 
that were 
the 
northern site pu r­ 
chased it would be necessary to lix a 
new road 
Funds Unavailable 
But the big question is finance. 
Councilm en adm it th a t at the pres­ 
ent tim e their hands are tied. They 
stated today, 
inform ally, th a t 
"we 
are 
going to 
be up 
against it 
for 
funds next year.” 
One m em ber of council said th at he 
believed 
th a t all 
available 
money I 
could best be spent in the city, ad d ­ 
ing: “We would be in a poor position 
to ask for money to spend outside the 
city.” 
Solicitor W hite who m et w ith the | 
councilm en in the "round the table" ; 
session advised th a t: "If you spend * 
money, it 
should be 
spent for im ­ 


provem ents, such as are necessary on 
streets.” 
“W hat benefit would the field be to 
the m ill m en?” asked D. O. Davies, 
who is not opposed to the move but 
who believes th at finances now and 
probably during 1928, will be short. 
Councilm an Louis G enkinger. an 
ardent supporter of aviation, as are 
other members of council, suggested 
th a t land necessary m ight be secur­ 
ed through popular subscription with 
the aid of civic clubs. 
“I feel that this is an economical 
question.” said Solicitor W hite. “If I 
want anything bad enough I ’ll pay 
for it myself. “By this he m eant, a 
firm which w anted a field, would buy 
it. 
In other words W hite explained 
th at when the tim e does arrive th at 
commerce needs a field here the ’a ir­ 
line’ which would benefit sufficiently 
would be willing to pay for land. 
Find New Site 
At this juncture Councilm an Lou 
G enkinger stated “I know of a farm , 
approxim ately eight miles from the 
city which can be bought for less 
m oney th a n either the n o rth ern or 
eastern sites.” 
•If a bridge is built over the Ne- 
shannock river at N orth street you 
could receive m ail from the eastern 
site at the local postoffice w ithin 10 
m inutes,” said Councilm an Davies. 
W hen Solicitor Robert W hite gave 
it as his belief th a t the proper place 
for an airport would be along the 
Ellwood-New* Castle highway, G en­ 
kinger declared: “Land prices there 
are prohibitive.” 
According to the trend of the con­ 
versation during the inform al m eet­ 
ing all m em bers of council favors an 
airport field but cannot, as yet see 
where they can get the m oney to buy 
land. 
C ouncilm an 
G enkinger 
believes 
th a t it wxmld be wise to act soon as 
he believes th a t aviation is m aking 
wTonderiul strides and he does not 
w ant the city to be caught w ithout 
an available site. 
B ut the bugaboo of m any w’orthy 
proposed enterprises—finance— like 
the slender wolf at the door of an 
em pty barn, confronts solons and the 
opinion exists th a t:— 
If the city is to secure a field for 
airport purposes the site cannot be

Will Be Fourteen Million Bushels 
Below Average 


HARRISBURG. Oct. 18.—With an 
average crop of potatoes forecasted 
for the United States, the late potato 
crop in the northeastern section of 
the country, which includes the im­ 
portant sources of Pennsylvania sup­ 
plies, will be more than fourteen mil­ 
lion bushels below the average crop 
of the past five years and over seven 
million 
bushels 
less 
than 
last 
year, according to October 1st esti­ 
mates. 
In Pennsylvania, the crop is esti­ 
mated at 22,237,000 bushels, or slight­ 
ly more than in 1928. The estimates 
also indicate that New York State 
will show a small decrease from last 
year with this year’s crop of 28.350,- 
000 bushels. 
Maine, an increasingly 
important source 
of 
Pennsylvania j 
supplies in recent years, will this year 
produce 32,035,000 bushels or almost 
five million less than last year. 
The harvest in the central states 
which include, among others, Wiscon­ 
sin, Minnesota and Michigan, will be 
about ten million bushels more than 1 
a year ago. However. Michigan, quite 
a heavy shipper into western Penn­ 
sylvania. will harvest about 8,000,000 
less than in 1926. 
Rather general 
increases west of the Mississippi riv­ 
er. especially in 
Idaho, 
counteract 
eastern losses, which make the Unit­ 
ed States crop about average. 
The Pennsylvania crop is of good 
quality. 
Although there has been a 
state-wide decline in condition dur­ 
ing September, owing principally to 
I late blight and rot, most of the loss 
has been sustained in the field, de­ 
creasing 
the 
possibility 
of storage 
losses. 
Pennsylvania consumers who buy 
their winter supply now are advised 
by the Bureau of Markets. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, to secure, for 
most 
satisfaction, 
potatoes 
which 
have been well graded and have come 
from fields thoroughly sprayed dur­ 
ing the growing season.
